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Meeting of UN, PLO 

fails to defuse tension

Senior UNIFTL and Palestine 
Liberation Organization officials 
met in Beirut on Tuesday to try to 
reduce the tension building up bet- 
ween them. Neither PLO chairman 
Yasser Ararat nor UNIFIL com- 
mander Gen. Emmanuel Ersldne 
was at the meeting. 

According to sources in South 
Lebanon, the meeting was “not 
satisfactory” from UNIFIL’s point 
of view. 

The two PLO -representatives at 
the meeti ng were No . 2 man Abu 
Jihad (Halil el-Wazir) and Abu 
Walid (Said Sail), the commander of 
Fatah forces in South Lebanon. 


They reportedly said that the PLO 
would lift its pressure on UNI FI L 
only if greater freedom was given 
them to enter areas' under UNI FI L 
control. 

The meeting came after weeks of 
requests from UNIFIL to discuss 
the unprecedented tension between 
the terrorists and the UN troops. 
This tension was mentioned in a 
report by UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim issued earlier this 
week. 

Oyer the weekend, the terrorists 
moved 250 armed men into the Dir 
Hunin area bordering on territory 


controlled by the Senagalese UN 
battalion. The PLO has informed 
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Portugal was leading Israel 3:0 
early in the second half of the soccer 
world cup qualifying match in Lisbon 
last night. 


the UN that they will not leave until 
UNIFIL removes the positions it 
has established on major 
thoroughfares leading to the south, 
such as Wadi Jilu.

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Anti-clergy riots prompt 
Khomeini appeal for unity 
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LONDON. — Violent 
demonstrators tearing up pictures 
of Ayatollah RuhoUah Khomeini 
and his possible successor clashed 
with Revolutionary Guards in a 
north Iranian city and rampaged 
through other towns, reports 
reaching London said yesterday. 

The rioting erupted on Tuesday 
afternoon and continued until dusk, 
forcing the cancellation of a coun- 


trywide demonstration in support of 
the ruling Islamic clergy scheduled 
to takejplace today, the reports said. 
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News of the anti-clerical rioting, 
the most extensive since Khomeini 
overthrew Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlavi in February 1979, came a 
day after the 80-year-old Islamic 
leader approved the ruling clergy's 
“final” terms for the release of the 
52 American hostages, now held for 
410 days (see Page 4). 

Khomeini issued a statement 
from his office ordering cancella- 
tion of the solidarity marches “in 
view of the present sensitive situa- 
tion,” a Teheran Radio jaid. . 

Other Iranian sources told uPr 


that Revolutionary Guards and 
young followers of the leftist 
Moslem Muhajideen Khalq 
organization exchanged fire during 
the anti-clergy protests _ in the 
northern Caspian city of Rasht : 

Teheran Radio, monitored in 
London, also broadcast a statement 
by the Revolutionary Guard bitterly 
attacking the country's “leftists 
liberal nationalists and people in- 
toxicated by the West." 

The statement did not give details 
of the incidents, but reports from 
Iran reaching London said that 
demonstrators tore up pictures of 
Khomeini in the southern religious 
- city of Isfahan.

Two assassinated in Syria

Syria yesterday disclosed that two 
prominent Damascus residents 
were gunned down this week by 
members of an underground move- 
ment, indicating that the two-year- 
long rash of political assassinations 
in Syria is far from over. 

Damascus Radio identified the 
latest victims as Dr Yousef Sayegh, 
a professor of medicine at 
Damascus University, and Sheikh. 
Mohammed Adnan Ladki, a promi- 
nent clergyman. Both were spor- 
ted Jo be . outspoken, supporters of 
President Hafez Assad’s regime. 


.' The Syrian government said that 
the two murders were carried out by 
the banned -Moslem Brotherhood, 
which has been challenging Assad’s 
regime in Syria’s major cities; 

Thie state-run radio said ^th at the 
murders “prove that the" 


brotherhood was operating with ex- 
ternal aid.” The radio did not 
elaborate. . 

-Syria has just, completed the 
withdrawal of soirfe 30,000 troops it 
massed on the border with Jordan 
late last month alter accusing that 
country of supporting the Moslem 
Brotherhood. . 1 

Jordan has denied the Syrian 
charges and advised Damascus to 
'‘look elsewhere for the causes of 
your internal problems,” which 
King Hussein said were taking on 
the dimensions of a “counter- 
revoluticm.”

Defence chiefs try to save budget

The economic cabinet meets this 
morning for a probably arduous 
debate on the controversial cuts in 
the defence budget and on plans to 
freeze the prices of basic com- 
modities. At the same time, heads of 
the defence establishment will meet 
with Prime Minister and Defence 
Minister Menahem Begin to try to 
persuade him against any further 
budget cuts. i 

The economic cabinet will ajso 
debate the social implications of the 


austere budget presented to the 
cabinet by Finance Minister Yigael 
Hurviiz. 

Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Katz has been in- 
vited to this morning's meeting and 
he will back the Histadrut's demand 
that the government next month 
adjust the National Insurance In- 
stitute (Nil) child allowances to in- 
flation. 

In 1975 child allowances con- 
stituted 5 per cent of the average 
wage-earner's salary, in recent 
months the Nil child allowances 


were only 2.4 per cent of averse 
wages. The NH also wants the child 
allowances adjusted to inflation in 
January. 

But much of the economic 
cabinet's time will probably be 
devoted to the defence budget. 
Army and Defence Ministry of- 
ficials want a minimum of IS 1 8 
'billion to spend in the local market 
in the next fiscal year. Hurviiz is 
prepared to give them only ISI5b. 
Begin's decision to leave the task of 
cutting the defence budget — for

Board and workers in push to save El A1

TEL AVIV. — In a sudden and un- 
expected display of harmony, £1 Al 
management and staff yesterday 
decidfed to sit down together and 
work out an agreement on ways of 
saving the debt-ridden airline. 

This retreat from confrontation 
was brought about earlier in the 


day, when Labour Court Judjjc 


Menahem Harniv persuaded 
parties to try to settle theif dif- 
ferences between themselves, 
rather than fight them out in the 
court. 

"I can’t believe my eyes,” a 
senior management source said 
close to midnight. Board chairman 
Avraham Shavit had just delivered a 
moving speech which the staff com- 
mittee men heard silently. Then one 
of them said, ‘.‘Well, Buma, what 


shall we dor* 

Shavit said he wanted to discuss 
his airline revival plan and they sat 
down to it. 

Each department head sat with 
his men. “They’re eating 
sandwiches, messing up the rooms, 
but preparing the agreements and 
the protocols,” a source said. 

“They're ironing out the last 
stages,” Arnold Sherman, the head 
of the company’s information 
department said dose to midnight. 

Independent observers attributed 
the sudden agreement to negotiate 
to the management's clear resolve 
to take drastic action. The board's 
decision not to buy new aircraft 
vital for the airline's revival sur- 
prised workers. Employees’ threats 
to disrupt services if management 
carried out dismissals. and layoffs 
also did not deter the board. 


By (ate last night the staff had 
agreed to the dismissal of the 63 
employees who, management main- 
tained, had not worked for years. 

According to a company 
spokesman, that practically solved 
the dismissal issue. Some 350 
employees quit the airline between 
August and October, and another 
130 left since the beginning of 
November, so the total reduction of 
workers will be 573. 


Management expects that some 
of the 210 workers recently laid off 
for three months will also quit. The 
staff committees have undertaken 
to induce them to do so, a source 
said. 

The workers representatives also 
agreed to a moratorium on the 7.5 
per cent increase in basic wages due 
this month. This alone will save El 
Al some S8m.

Close to two-thirds of the 
members of the Knesset House 
Committee are expected to vote 
next Monday for lifting the im- 
munity of Religious Affairs Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzeira so that he may 
stand trial for bribe-taking. 

As the committee yesterday com- 
pleted its deliberations on the 
attorney-general's request io 
remove Abuhatzeira's immunity, 
five of the 21 members of the com- 
mittee announced that they would., 
vote against his request: Shlomo 
Gross (Agudat Yisrael), Akiva Nof 
(Ahva), Ben-Zion Rubin (National 
Religious Party), Kamal Nassar a- 
Din (Likud) and Michael Dekel • 
(Likud). 

They regard the evidence 
gathered by the police against 
Abuhatzeira as insufficient to War- 
rant removing Abuhatzeira’s 
parliamentary immunity. 

Yehuda Ben-Meir, who was one 


of the minister's most ardent 
defenders in the committee, said 
that he was not sure how he was go- 
ing to vole, since Abuhatzeira’s own 
request last Monday to have his im- 
munity lifted. Ben-Meir said that 
the police had conducted an 
“indefensible" investigation, and 
that deliberate leaks to the press 
had created a hostile atmosphere 
against Abuhatzeira that influenced 
even members of the committee. 

Most of the 25 hours of commit- 
tee deliberations were devoted to 
how the news media reported the 
affair. Several members charged 
that the press had been fed with 
leaks from the police deliberately 
aimed at creating a lynch at- 
mosphere. 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir, 
House Committee chairman Moshe 
Meron and Knesset Speaker 
Yitzhak Berman are slated to meet 
tomorrow with the Newspaper 
Editors Committee to express their 
displeasure al the press coverage of 
the affair.

Peres or Rabin — party chooses today 


Calls for unity 
at peak of 

Labour race

Calls for party unity rang out 
at the opening of the Labour 
Party’s National Convention in 
Jerusalem last night — the eve 
of the battle for the leadership 
between Shimon Peres and 
Yitzhak Rabin. Everyone — 
from President Navon to the two 
protagonists, to the 3,000-odd 
delegates, the guests from sister 
socialist parties and the political 
pundits — everyone was won- 
dering what will happen once 
the battle is over. 

“1 wish you ” President Navon 
told the festive opening session at 
Binyanei Ha'ooma. “that you 
emerge from this convention whole 


in body and spirit.” His remark 


seemed to capture the mood of the 
moment, and it was greeted by 
enthusiastic applause. 

Peres himself, in his keynote ad- 
dress, declared: “in confrontation 
and division we will achieve 
nothing; in full partnership there is 
almost no goal that we cannot at- 
tain." 

But such was the lension-laden 
atmosphere on the eve of the 
leadership vote that these calls for 
unity — even that made by Presi- 
dent Navon — were seen by some 
Rabin supporters as oblique support 
•for Peres. Peres has made the spec- 
tre of division and “factionalism" a 
central theme of his campaign. In a 
television interview last night he 
warned once again that the size of 
his majority (he said his victory was 
not itself in doubt) would determine 
“whether we can avoid factionalism 
in the party.” 

Peres pledged that there would be 
no revenge after the battle. His 
assessment, he said,- was that the 
Rabin “camp” would cease to exist 

despite the camp’s own repeated 
protestations that it will remain in 
existence. “How can it continue to 
exist?" Peres said. “It has no 
ideological common denominator.” 
Moreover, its bedrock, the Kibbutz 
Hameuhad, would in ho way be dis- 
criminated against but would 
receive its due as a recognized sec- 
tor of the parly — so there would be 


no need nor reason to perpetuate 
the Rabin cause. 

Pressed on whether he would 
lake Rabin into his government. 
Peres would only repeat that he had 
“never excluded anyone” but would 
insist on every minister undertaking 
to work in harmony. 

Rabin for his part', also in a TV in- 
terview, was similarly cagey on this 
point, rehearsing his well-worn line 
“My personal inclination is not to 
serve under Peres, but I will accept 
the advice of my friends.” if he did 
agree to serve, it w ould be “only if I 
feel I can do it” us a loyal minister. 
But the pejorative things he wrote 
about Peres in his autobiography 
“will not be erased, ” he said. 

Senior Rabin aide Micha 
Goldman claimed last night that 
there had been “a significant im- 
provement in the situation'* over 
the past few days. Rabin himself 
was certainly not conceding defeat 
before the vole. He urged delegates 
to consult “only your conscience 
and your assessment of who can 
better lead the nation into the 
struggles ahead" and to set aside all 
“extraneous consideration." 

Most observers Teh the issue had 
now narrowed to whether Rabin 
could attain more than one-third of 
the vote. If Peres lops 70 per cent 
his supporters will consider it a 
satisfying achievement; ir he gets 
less than 65 per cent the Rabin 
followers will be fairly gratified. If 
Peres gets less than 60 per cent, the 
Rabin men will be exhilarated. 


Peres has already arranged for a 
victory press conference at 2 p.m. 
this afternoon. The voting itself, in 
ballot-booths in the Mann 
Auditorium, will take place in the 
late morning after each of the can- 
didates has made a personal state- 
ment to the convention. One or 
both of them will speak again after 
the result is announced. 

Peres devoted a good deal of hfe 
keynote address last nigthl to 'the 
need for more science-based in- 
dustries in Israel. The aim of this 
would be “to liberate Israel from 
dependence on foreign powers, to 
liberate the workers from depen- 
dence on charity or bureaucracy.”

Haig seen reassuring Arabs

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State-destanate Alexander Haig, 
aware of his supposedly “pro- 
Israel" reputation, plans to reassure 
America's Friends in the Arab world 
that he will enter his new assign- 
ment with an “open mind," sources 
close to Haig ana the Reagan transi- 
tion team disclosed' yesterday.

Brock reportedly has also been 
offered the UN ambassadorship and 
the post of special trade represen- 
tative, both of which cany cabinet 
rank.

The 40-page report on the Middle 
East, published by the* Hoover In- 
stitution in California, was written 
by Peter Duignan and L.H. Gann.

The resolution also reiterated the 


Council’s commitment to “the full 
implementation of UNIFIL’s man- 
date throughout its entire area of 
operations up to the internationally- 
recognized boundaries." 

This was a reference to the con- 
tinued occupation of a strip of 
Lebanese temtoiy along t h e border 


with Israel by Israeli -supported 
Lebanese Christian militias. 

Following the vote. Ambassador 
Yehuda Blum said that the “tragic 
reality” in Lebanon must be 
recognized. It was, he declared, “an 
occupied country.” 

Blum said that there could be no 
real progress toward the return of 
effective authority of the govern- 
ment of Lebanon as long as these 
non-Lebanese elements could 
operate “within or from Lebanon." 
He added that Israel was duty- 
bound to protect its citizens against 
PLO activities.

The public 
would have to pay for the lower 
prices by making do with leas ser- 
vices. especially in education, 
health, and subsidies to culture and 
sport. 

Another port of the plan is to 
freeze credit in local and foreign 
currency while encouraging savings 


and investment in government 
bonds linked to the Consumers 
Price Index. 

The original plan called for the 
freeze in prices as part of a deal with 
ththe Histadrut. The budget’s 
authors had hoped the labour 
federation would agree to paying 
wage earners a lower cost-of-living 
increment in January in return for 
updating the Nil child allowances, 
income tax credit points, and 
possibly also income tax brackets, 
so that net wages would not be 
diminished. 

But the Histadrut has rejected t he 
Treasury's plans as "not serious." 

Construction Minister David 
Levy, a member of the economic 
cabinet who has boycotted its 
meetings for the last two months'to 
protest Hurvitz' price policies, is 
due to take part in this morning's 
meeting.

Linowitz, leaving ME role, 


to give report to Reagan

U.S. Middle East envoy Sol 
Linowitz is expected this morning to 
read out a joint announcement by 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
and Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
expressing their determination to go 
ahead with the autonomy negotia- 
tions and. re-affirming the Camp 
David process. 

Diplomatic sources last night in- 
dicated that Linowitz, appointed by 
President Jimmy Carter last fall, wifi 
be able to write “an optimistic 
report" pn the negotiations for 
President-elect Ronald Reagan, 

Linowitz, who leaves today for 
Washington and ends his tour of 
duty as U.S. chief negotiator to the 
autonomy talks, yesterday met with 
Begin and reviewed the 13 months 
of talks. 

At a meeting Tuesday with the 
Israeli ministerial negotiations com- 
mittee, Linowitz praised past Israeli 
concessions. But sources said that 
he also indicated that Israel may. 
have contributed to its image 
problems abroad by not making 
clear early in the negotiations what 
its exact intentions are regarding 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

Linowitz “noted that Israel could 
have announced the entire number 
of planned settlements instead of 
letting the international press wax 


indignant about every new settie- 
"ment,” said one source. 

One source indicated that Begin 
is now satisfied that Reagan is com- 
mitted to the Israel-Egypt Camp 
David formula for determining the 
.future of the administered 
territories. 

. In his talk with Begin, Linowitz 
reportedly made it clear that the 
Camp David accords envisage a ma- 
jor rote for Jordan in an eventual 
settlement and that Reagan regards 
Jordan’s King Hussein as “a most 
important" figure in the Middle 
'East. . 

- Linowitz was yesterday the guest 
of honour at a cocktail party in the 
King David Hotel and at dinner in 
the Plaza Hotel — both hosted by 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg, who 
leads the Israeli autonomy 
negotiating team.

TV journalists want more

There will be no filmed reports on 
the Labour Party convention in TV 
news this evening unless Broad- 
casting Authority director-general 
Yosef Lapid allows journalists to 
produce a live broadcast of the 
showdown between Shimon Peres 
and Yitzhak Rabin during the after- 
noon. 

TV journalists themselves had a 
showdown last night with Lapid, 
who refused to cancel Educational 
TV programming this afternoon in

The journalists, meeting in the 


newsroom after Lapid’s rejection, 
said that Lapid’s failure to let them 


cover properly an important news 
event “damaged the honour of our 
profession.” The journalists’ staff 
committee said that if Lapid did not 


change his mind, only an oral item 


would be read by the anchorman, 
instead of a visual report, on the 
Mabat newsreel. 

Both TV director Yitzhak 
Shimoni — in a rare move of op- 
position to Lapid — and TV news- 
director Tuvia Sa’ar urged the 


director-general to allow the live 
broadcast because of the impor-' 
tance of the subject. 

Lapid last night condemned the 
journalists' threats. He said that 
granting live .coverage in the after- 
noon would “establish a precedent 
for coverage of other party conven- 
tions in an election year.” 

A staff committee spokesman 
argued that the previous Labour 
Party convention, in which Rabin 
beat Peres, did get live afternoon 
coverage. Broadcasting in the after- 
noon would not cost anything extra, 
he .said, because “TV teams will be 
there all day anyway.” Afternoon 
programmes are regularly changed 
for events like crucial soccer games, 
he added. 

The journalists’ spokesman re- 
jected Lapid’s claim that an extra 
broadcast would be a bad prece- 
dent, since “no other.party conven- 
tions are scheduled in the coming 
year.” 

Meanwhile, both Shimon Peres 
and Yitzhak Rabin were inter- 
viewed separately on an extended 
Mabat last night. To decide' who 
would appear first, Mabat editor 
Ya’acov Ahimeir flipped a coin, and 
Rabin won. the first spot.

High Court of Justice: 

Rabbinical court may rule 
on ‘Mexican’ marriages 


A seven-justice panel of the High 
Court of Justice vesierday turned 


down a petition to have a rabbinical 
court declared incompetent to ad- 
judicate in cases of civil “Mexican 


marriages" by proxy. 
But the court refu 


used to discuss 
the legal status of proxy marriages, 
and Supreme Court president 
Justice Moshe Landau said the or- 
dinary three-justice panel would 
have sufficed in' this case since the 
issue involved is not controversial. 

The court -was, asked to .declare 
the Rehovot Rabbinical Court in- 
competent to rule upon the applica- 
tion of Avraham Cohen of Rehovot 
for a divorce from his wife by 
“Mexican marriage." 

Margalit Cohen was a divorcee, 
and no rabbinical court would have 
allowed her to marry Avraham 
Cohen, since he Is a descendant of 
the priestly class. 

In 1971 the two were married by 
proxy by a Mexican court which ac- 
cepted testimony from witnesses 
who knew the couple.

Room in absorption centres 
— for olim who won’t come

A sharp decrease in immigration 
from the Soviet Union and the West 
has left many rooms emply in ab- 
sorption centres, and some centres 
are iking converted into permanent 
housing for not so recent arrivals. 

The November immigration 
figure, at 964, was down 65.9 per 
cent from last year. There were only 
1 8,600 arrivals in the first 1 1 months 
of 1980, as against 35,000 in 1979. 

Occupancy in the Jewish 
Agency's 48 absorption centres and 
hostels stood in November at 67 per 
cent — the lowest rate in years, 
with only 9,800 beds occupied out 
of the available 14,600. A year ago, 
occupancy reached about 80 per 
cent as immigration increased. 
Some immigrants had to wait years 
forpermanent housing. 

Tnis year’s decline in immigration 
was registered not only among 
Eastern Biropeans, but also among 


North Americans (a 32 per cent 
decline) and among Latin 
Americans (42 per cent decline). 

The overall dropout rate for Rus- 
sians was 72.8 per cent in 
November, up from 60.4 per cent 
last January. The rate reached 100 
per cent’ for Jews from Kharkov and 
Odessa, and over 97 per cent for 
Kiev. The number of returning 
Israelis also dropped sharply. 


(n a public opinion related to this 
problem, only half the Israeli public 
thinks that Zionist emissaries should 


be sent to Diaspora communities. 


A Jerusalem Post poll conducted 
by the Modi'in Ezrachi Applied 
Research centre among a represen- 
tative selection of 1,302 adults 
showed that 55.3 per cent answered 
yes to the question: “Is there any 
point in sending World Zionist 
Organization emissaries abroad?”

Library on anti-Semitism 


acquired by Tel Aviv U.

TEL AVIV, — The Weiner Library 
— a unique collection of books and 
documents on the subject of anti- 
Semitism — has been acquired by 
Tel Aviv University from its English 
bwrifcrsir ‘ 'University authorities an- 
nounced this weelc. The purchase 
crowns a decade of efforts to bring 
this important historical, collection 
to Israel, University Rector Yoram 
Dinstein said. 

The collection was assembled by 
the late Dr. Alfred Weiner, a 
German-Jewish refugee in Britain. 
In 1933 he began collecting what 
eventually burgeoned to some 
60,000 books, 40.000 documents, 1 
500 eyewitness accounts and other 
materials. 

Sometimes called a “chamber of 
horrors", the library has a large col- 
lection of newspapers and cartoons 
from the Nan period. 

During World War II, the Weiner 
( Library was an invaluable source of 


information for the British Broad- 
casting Corporation. After the war, 
however, the library's board of 
governors began to lose interest in 
it. A generous contribution by a 
friend of the Tel Aviv University 
qtade.the purchase possible; A com- 
plete microfilm- Version of the col- 
lection will be avalble In England. 

After Weiner’s death in 1964, the 
library’s curator was Professor 
Walter (Ze'ev) Laqueur, a scholar

TV licence fee payable 
in 3 instalments

The annual television licence fee 
will be payable in three instalments 
and a discount will be given to those 
who pay it ail in advance, under a 
bill presented to the Knesset on 
Tuesday.

Captain Eduardo Prada Arias 
told reporters the plane- would 
return to Bogota shortly. 

. The • Boeing 727, owned by the

The captain said that the masked 
hijackers had threatened the crew 
with pistols, hand-grenades and 
bombs, demanding publicity for a 
political statement. He Said they 
surrendered shortly after the plane 
arrived in Havana on Tuesday. 

The plane had earlier landed at 
the Colombian cities of Santa Maria 
and Barranquilla before flying to 
Panama and Mexico City on its way 
to Havana. 

There was no information on the 
whereabouts of the guerrillas, but a 
Cuban foreign ministry spokesman 
said he did not think they would be 
deported.

The court's detailed study of the 
problem included reference to four 
legal opinions submitted by Jorda- 
nian lawyers, to Jordanian judg- 
ments and to the High Court ruling 
in H.C. 97/99, in which Justice 
Sussman held that as the 
Emergency Regulations had not 
been expressly repealed by Jorda- 
nian law, they must be deemed to 
have remained in force on the West 
Bank. 

The president of the court. 
Justice Landau, was prepared to 
concede that regulation 1 12 had, in 
fact, been repealed by implication 
by the Jordan Constitution and that

However, he continued, in 1968, 
the Israeli military governor issued 
an interpret aiy proclamation — “in 
order to remove all doubt" — ■ that 
all Emergency Regulations in force 
on May 14, 1948 , would be deemed 
to have remained in force on the 
West Bank unless expressly 
repealed by Jordanian law before 
June 2967.

The . president then considered 
the argument that expulsion of the 
petitioners had been in violation of 
Article 49 of the Geneva Conven- 
tion, since it imposed an absolute 
prohibition against individual or 
mass deportations. Whether one in- 
terprets its provisions to be limited 
to behaviour similar to the Nazi 
practice of mass and individual 
transfers and deportations for tor- 
ture, extermination or slave labour, 
as was contemplated by its 
draftsmen, or whether one inter- 
prets it more broadly, he held 
'that one thing is certain: Article 49, 
like the Geneva Convention as a 
whole, does not constitute part of 
international customary law. It is 
only part of conventional (contrac- 
tual) international law. As such, it 
cannot be invoked by individuals 
but only by states (as had already 
been held in the Elon Moreh case. 
H.C. 606/78, 2 P.D: 33/133).

satisfy the board that the newspaper 
stories were pure fabrications, or 
distortions, and did not reflect their 
true opinions. The board, he con- 
tinued, could most certainly not 
have ignored the evidence of opi- 
nions expressed by the petitioners 
after their expulsion, since they 
shed light on their attitude before 
their expulsion, and the. mayors had 
never claimed their 'attitude had 
radically changed after their expul- 
sion.

Neither the board nor tbe 
military governor could, therefore, 
in the circumstances, be accused of 
having acted in bad faith. 


IN' CONCLUSION the president 
stressed that the function of the 
High Court had been to examine 
whether the advisory board’s 
recommendation and the military 
governor's decision to act upon h 
had been lawful. He could find no 
legal shortcoming in either. 

The question, he continued, of 
whether this decision was politically 
expedient or not did not come 
within the 'province of tbe High 
Court. However, he did not think it 
out of place to recommend that the 
petitioners' case be reconsidered by 
the -political echelons. They were 
more , capable of weighing u p~&Hjth e 
implications- iiva might also ■ give 
their attention to the petitioners’ 
contention that expelling them 
again would be all the more 
draconic after their being returned 
to the West Bank because of a gross 
error committed at the beginning of 
the whole expulsion episode. 

If it were possible to put the 
petitioners on probation and give 
them an opportunity of proving the 


Sincerity of statements made to the 
advisory board and the High Court 
that they wish for a real peace bet- 
ween Israel and any Arab state that 
might be established in the West 
Bank, the political hierarchy might 
find it preferable to do so instead of 
re-expelling them. 

Justice Cohn 

JUSTICE COHN concurred with 
the president that there was no 
cause for interfering with the 
military governor’s exercise of dis- 
cretion on leaving the expulsion or- 
ders intact. There were no grounds 
whatsoever for assuming or fearing 
that his decision was based on dis- 
qualifying considerations. 

He also shared the president’s 
opinion that whatever the legal 
position may be in Jordan on the ap- 
plicability of regulation 112 of the 
Defence (Emergency) Regulations, 
this regulation continued to be 
operative on the West Bank by vir- 
tue of the military government’s in- 
terpretive order of 1968. 

However, he continued, in con- 
tradistinction to a Knesset enact- 
ment, which would prevail even if it 
were in violation of international . 
law, an order of the military govern- 
ment must be consistent with the 
rules of customary international 
law. Should it be in violation of such 
rules, tbe High Court would be en- 
titled to disqualify it. In this context. 
he disagreed with the president. 

That part of Article 49 of the 
Geneva Convention imposing an 
absolute prohibition against in- 
dividual or mass deportations of 
nationals — and only that part, he 
believed, constitutes customary in- 
ternational , . lai?, and. . had beep . 
violated by section 112 bif tiifc ! 
Defence (Emergency) Regulations. 

Justice Cohn noted that the 
prohibition against deportations in 
Article 49 applies to aO the inhabi- 
tants of an occupied area, irrespec- 
tive of race, nationality, religion or 
political affiliations (and could ap- 
ply equally to Israeli nationals in the 
West Bank) and no matter what are 
the reasons for the deportation, in- 


cluding security, military or other 
vital interests. 

Furthermore, he continued, it is 
immaterial to which country the 
deportees are to be sent, as long as 
it is to “another state.” This must be 
distinguished from the “mass or 
individual transfers prohibited by 
the first part of Article 49, which 
was inspired by Nazi atrocities. The 
prohibition against deportation of 
protected persons, on the contrary, 
has no proven or essential connec- 
tion with these or other atrocities. 

On the contrary, he continued, 
there are forms of deportation 
recognized as perfectly legitimate 
by customary international Taw and 
by the laws of most states, since 
time immemorial. So while he was 
prepared to concede that the 
prohibition against forcible 
transfers refers to a new concept, 
unknown and unpractised before 
the Nazi Holocaust, and is therefore 
part of conventional international 
law only, he was of the opinion that 
the prohibition against deportation 
is part of customary international 
law. The High Court was thus en- 
titled, he held, to examine whether 
section 117 was consistent with this 
prohibition in Article 49.

Therefore, the petition should b 
allowed, held Justice Cohn, and th 
expulsion order against the mayoi 
declared null and void. 


JUSTICE COHN held that he 
found section 1 12 inconsistent with 
customaty international law only in 
so far as it allows the deportation of 
nationals. The deportation of 
foreigners has been recognized as 
legally permissab by most countries 
throughout the ages. In prohibiting 
this form of deportation, too, from 
occupied territories, Article 49. 
breaks new ground. But it is univer- 
sally recognized that nationals of a 
country are entitled to remain in 
their own homeland, and it is the 
duty of a state not to burden other 
countries with its nationals. In so far 
as regulation 112 is applied to 
nationals of the West Bank, its ap- 
plication by virtue of a proclama- 
tion by the Military Government 
cannot be upheld. 

In conclusion, Justice Cohn 
regretted that his colleagues had not 
concurred with what he considered 
to be so clear and simple. He could 
not agree with the president that the 
prohibition against deportation of 
nationals applies only in times of 
peace. International law does not. 
distinguish between times of peace! 
and times of war unless it expressly 
says so, and neither does it dis- 
tinguish,: in- principle^ ^between the 
'governments of sovereign states and 
that of occupied areas. 


Nor, continued Justice Cohn, 
could he agree with those who 
maintain that deportation of West 
Bank residents to Jordan is not con- 
trary to international law. For 
Israel’s entry into the territories had 
created a new and special situation: 
since then Jordan and the West

JUSTICE KAHN concurred wit 
the president and added a few ol 
serrations. He would be inclined, h 
said, to agree with Justice Cohn thi 
the prohibition against mass dcpoi 
tations in Article 49 of the Genev 
Convention is part of customary ir 
ternational law. But he saw no nee 
to decide this question finally in th 
present case, since the reievar 
issue here was whether individui 
deportations are contrary t 
customary international law, as dii 
tinct from conventional intei 
national law. As far as this questio 
was concerned, he agreed with th 
president that they are certain! 
not, as long as the relations b etwee 
the states concerned are nc 
peaceful. Furthermore, he felt thi 
h is even doubtful whether the 
could be deemed to constitute pai 
of customary international la\y i 
times of peace. In other words, h 
held, any infringement of th 
prohibition against deportation c 
individuals may be challenged b 
states party to the Geneva Convex 
■tion, but may not be challenged b 
individuals. 

Justice Kahn could not agree wit 
Justice Cohn’s opinion that depoi 
tation to Jordan of the petitioners 1 
the present case would also be cot 
trary to international law because c 
the special situation existing sine 
the occupation of the West Bank b 
Israel. No one denied, be held, the 
the petitioners were Jordania 
nationals and there was no cause - 
or denying them the rights thi 
nationality vests in them: that i 
their right to be allowed entry int 
Jordan and Jordan's duty to accej 
them. 

In any event, the issue in the peti 
tion was not to which country th 
petitioners should be deported (an 
it would appear that several cour 
tries were ready to accept thet 
even if Jordan were not), bu 
whether the deportation order 
were legal. On this issue, he con 
curred fully with the president the 
there ‘. Was nothing illegal" abou 
them.

Science assists heaven 
to bring down the rain

A team oF Hebrew University 
scientists believes it played a major 
part in causing the heavy rains 
which came down last week. 

Prof. Yehuda Neumann, head of 
the university's department of at- 
mospheric sciences, said last night 
that cloud-seeding in recent weeks 
by technicians and pilots working 
I for the department’s cloud physics 
' laboratory had caused an average 
increase of 1 5 per cent in rainfall in 
the north. He added that areas sub- 
jected to “intensive” cloud-seeding, 
such as those around Afula, 
registered a 20-25 per cent increase 
in rain. . 

The team headed by Neumann 
and laboratory director Avraham 
Gagin has experimented with cloud- 
seeding for 15 years. The experi- 
ments now continue in the south 
and centre of the country. 

Two years ago, under pressure 
from the Mekorot water company, 
which finances the research to the 
tune of IS375,000 a year, the 
laboratory staff switched to a 
regular, non-experimental . cloud- 
seeding programme in the north. 
“Mekorot wanted to raise the Kin- 
neret water level, which had 
become' dangerously low,” ex- 
plained Gagin. 

The company overruled the 
scientists, said Neumann, who 
wanted to continue the experiments 
in the north for a few more winters. 
For the past two years “suitable 
clouds” have been regularly seeded 
in the north from the beginning of 
November until April each year. 

Gagin said that cloud-seeding of 
the area from which the Kinneret is 
fed (encompassing the Golan 
Heights up to the Hermon and the 
area running from Sasa to Beit 
Shean) has caused an 18 per cent in- 
crease in annual rainfall. 


Where to seed and the type and 
frequency of seeding is determined 
by a committee consisting of 
Mekorot officials, Hebrew Univer- 
sity scientists and government 
meteorologists. 

■ Gagin believes that the ex- 
perimental seeding in the south and 
centre of the country in recent 
weeks "influenced” rainfall in these 
areas. But Prof. Neumann said that 
“much work needs to be done, 
because wind conditions and cloud 
composition in these areas are dif- 
ferent from those in the north.” 

Gagin said that while the experi- 
ments have demonstrated the effec- 
tiveness of the seeding in the centra] 
area, the best methods for seeding 
south of the Ashkelon-Hebron line 
still have to be worked out. “Once 
we conclude our experiments in the 
south, it will be possible to begin a 
regular seeding programme in the 
whole southern-central area,” 
Gagin said. 

The seeding is done by spraying 
“suitable clouds” with silver iodide 
from airplanes or sending the 
chemical up by means of ground 
generators. 

Rain clouds hold an average of 
about 200,000 tons of water, but 
normally only 10 per cent of this 
falls in the form of rain. By seeding 
the clouds when they are at . 
temperatures of -5 degrees or lower, 
ice. crystals are formed which lead 
to increased rainfall. 

Prof. Neumann said that cloud- .* 
seeding experiments are being con- 
ducted in various parts of the world, 
but “our scientific planning and our 
accurate measuring systems” are 
unique. Most cloud-seeding scien- 
tists rely on statistical “results” to 
measure effectiveness. The Hebrew 
University team works with planes 
carrying sophisticated radar and ' 
measuring devices, which help to 
analyze the structure of clouds as 
well as the effect of the seeding.

Patt rebuts alarmist claims made by industrialists 

Only selective support for industry

HAIFA. — The government should 
support and encourage industrial 1 
development — but not in- 
discriminately, Industry and Trade 
Minister Gideon Patt said here 
yesterday. “Israel has for too long 
been a Garden of Eden for 
speculators and charlatans, people 
who knew they could invest very lit- 
tle money and get away with ten 
times more because of the govern- 
ment’s incentive policies. We can-- 
not carry on like that 4 .-*’ 1 * * 

Speaking at the Haifa University 
students forum, Patt said that there 
are at present several plants in the 
country which .should have been 
closed long ago — at least from the 
moment they proved worthless from 
the economic point of view. Many 
of them are in development towns 
and the only reason they remain 
open is that they provide jobs for 
400 or 500 people. “That should not 
be enough reason to keep them 
going. Such plants . represent an 
enormous financial burden on the 
whole country,” he stressed. 

Referring to the industrialists 


who met in Tel Aviv on Tuesday to 
complain against the government’s 
“lack of support,” Patt said they are 
“members of the perennial ‘give- 
me* group. I think the government 
has given to them for too long. 
There are other ways of reviving the 
economy.” 

Countless factories throughout 
the country are known to utilize 
only a small percentage of their 
technical and human capacity, Patt 
said. “In many, up to 45 per cent of 
tht ; i equipment -remains idle 
throughout the week. Why don’t in- 
dustrialists think of putting that 
potential to use? If we would imple- 
ment third shifts — instead of 
opening new factories everywhere 
— we could Increase exports by 
some 50 per cent,” he claimed. 

The government has been trying 
to accomplish the impossible task or 
fighting two enemies at the same 
time — an unstable balance of .pay- 
ments and inflation, the minister 
went on. “We have been doing very 
well with the first and hope to do 
better with the second. The gap in 
the balance of payments is by now 
52.3b; smaller than the official

This does not mean we will allow in- 
discriminate price rises of products 
not under government control. On 
the contrary, I wish to warn all 
those who think they can take ad- 
vantage of the situation to make ex- 
tra profits, that we will not hesitate 
to place under control any product 
which hasn’t been controlled 
before, in order to safeguard the 
public interest. And once we get the 
product under government control, 
manufacturers will find it very hard 
to pet a free hand with it once 
again,” Patt said.

The White House yesterday sug- 
gested that the OPEC price boost 
makes a mockery of recent strides 
the U.S. and its allies have made in 
enemy conservation. 

“We do not consider these prices 
to be justified, particularly in light 
of the good -record (not only} of the 
U.S., out also of industrialized 
democracies and the industrialized 
world in general, in restraining 
demand,” said presidential 
spokesman Jody Powell. 

Energy Secretary Charles. 
Duncan called the increase unwar- 
ranted, damaging and disap- 
pointing. State Department 
spokesman John Trattner lamented 
that higher oil prices would hurt 
poor countries the most. 

Trattner, holding out hope OPEC 
members might not take advantage 
of the full announced increase in 
the current surplus market, com- 
plimented the Saudis for modera- 
tion. 

Saudi Arabia, OPEC’s dominant 
producer and the No. 1 U.S. sup- 
plier, set the tone for die OPEC 
minister’s agreement Tuesday in 
Bali, Indonesia, to hike prices S2 to 
S4 per barrel. 

If all OPEC members take the frill 
increase and decontrolled U.S. oil 
prices rise by 54 a barrel in 
response, oil analysts said 
Americans will pay an added 7 cents 
a gallon for their heating oil mid 
petrol. 

Powell said the hikes were un- 
justified because U.S. imports are 
running “about 25 per cent below 
what they were for the same period 
a year ago and our demand is 
between 4 and 5 per cent lower. 

“You’ve had increased conserva- 
tion and a -production that has 
resulted in a very dramatic decrease 
•in the pressure the American im- 
ports pulupojuhe jpternational oil 
supply ah d- demiujd,'’ ajtbatioa , v •; 
Powell said. 

Duncan said in a statement “the 
fragility of today's worldwide 
economic conditions make this 
price rise particularly damaging.”

Automatic bank tellers 
available for soldiers soon

Tl-L AV|V. — Soldiers will be 
issued with pluslic cards next month 
allowing them to use automatic 
bunk tellers. Dr. Asher Halpcrin. 
director-general of the Association 
of Banks, announced yesterday. 

Under an arrangement reached 
between the association and the 
paymaster department of the (UK. 
the pay for soldiers will be 
deposited in the bank of their 
choice, starting in January. At their 
request, the soldiers cun apply for a 
plastic card which cun be used not 
unlv at the automatic tellers run by 
their own bunk, but also ul the xhaka 
(automatic bunking services) 
tellers. 

• Soldiers will be allowed to 
. withdraw up to IS50 every 24 hours

Some 80 
per cent of all Israelis, have their 
salaries deposited automatically in 
bunks and cun apply fur such plastic 
cards. 

Halpcrin stressed that since the 
hanks act as “pay clerks” for so 
many firms, business saves paying 
for tuns of thousands or such clerks. 

He also noted that soon there

rates charged bV the bunks since the 
rate of inflation is now about 200 
per cent, while the banks charge

THE PUBLIC has become inured lo the spectacle of cabinet 
meetings that degenerate into vociferous squabbles, or peter out.iri 
decisions not to decide. However, this week's budget discussions 
represent a nadir even by these standards. 

Israel has. through none of its own doing, been given a respite from 
pressures in the field pf foreign policy. The change of government in 
the U.S.. the iraq-lran war. the confrontation between Syria and Jor- 
dan. and the suspension of the autonomy talks — all these have taken 
the heat off for the lime being. 

This should have allowed the government the peace of mind 
needed to turn its attention to domestic affairs — primarily, to the 
burning issues of economic policy. 

Instead, we have just seen Finance Minister Hurvitz wasting 
precious time in a misguided attempt to pressure the cabinet into ac- 
cepting his budget, by presenting it at the last possible moment for 
tabling and approval by the Knesset, and the virtual abdication of a 
listless prime minister, who hardly participated in the discussion. 

Mr. Begin might have been expected to fulfil a leading role in the 
all-important budget discussion even if he did not .also hold the 
portfolio of defence minister. The finance minister's key demand in 
presenting his budget was to cut defence expenditures and to put into 
efTect far-reaching changes in the strength and deployment of the ar- 
med forces. . 

These are demands of supreme national importance. While Mr. 
Hurvitz practically insulted nis ministerial colleagues by first treating 
them to an audio-visual show instead of providing documentation, 
and then by distributing a sloppy document that hardly merited the 
name of a budget proposal (collecting the copies after the meeting), 
Mr. Begin adopted an attitude of Olympian disinterest. Under his 
guidance, the full cabinet delegated the authority for final decision to 
the committee of economic ministers, without further appeal to the 
full cabinet. 

A few days before the budget was presented to the cabinet, 
rumours emanating from the Treasury predicted a radically new 
economic programme^ The budget itself shows that nothing has, so 
far. come of these plans, and nothing is likely to materialize when the 
discussions are concluded. 

The government's political inability to formulate a policy that can 
be translated into a fiscal plan, a budget, is evident. Mr. Hurvitz has 
said as much in the preamble to the budget, where he admits that the 
government has been unablq to keep its spending within the planned 
limits, and has incur.— d an unplanned deficit that may end up to be as 
much as IS8-9 billion. 

However, even on the technical level of budgeting there has been 
an almost unbelievable deterioration. There was a time when Israel 
could stand comparison with the most advanced countries in its 
techniques of budgeting. This is the case no longer Political con- 
. straints and a galloping inflation have virtually wiped out a mighty 
edifice built up over some 25 years. 

In desperation Mr. Hurvitz is asking again this year for approval of 
an overall ceiling to government spending. Housing and Construc- 
tion Minister David LeVj has Hghtly takfeH- Hiriri to task for that, 
because a budget ought to be built up by considering each outlay, in 
the different ministries, on its merits. 

An overall ceiling, with subsequent haggling over allocations with 
each ministry, necessarily plays havoc with any rational order of 
priorities, and makes the final allocations dependent on each in- 
dividual minister's political cloiit. 

A threat named Kahane 

DOES THE THREAT of Arab extremism in this country, even if 
limited to verbal expression, warrant action to prevent its spilling into 
deeds, but not the danger of Jewish extremism, when similarly 
manifested? This is the question posed by the strange case of Rabbi 
(as he claims to be) Meir Kahane, Israel’s leading apostle of hate. 

Last Friday Kahane was released from Ramie prison, where he had 
spent a few months in administrative detention under a newly passed 
law. The specific cause of Kahane’s jailing has still not beep officially 
disclosed, but according to undenied reports the authorities' had good 
reason to believe that he had been plotting with some associates to 
blow up Moslem holy places in Jerusalem, in retaliation for the Arab 
terrorist killing of six Jews in Hebron last May. 

Prime Minister Begin authorized Kahane’s release after he had 
served, concurrently, a reduced sentence for illegally demonstrating 
on the Hebrew University campus and disturbing the peace in 
Ramalta and Nablus. 

Once out of prison, Kahane set down to resume his "political” 
campaigning, which he expects one day soon to land him in the 
Knesset, and sometime later to land the Knesset right in his lap. 

The Arabs, all of them, must go. because this land, the whole of 
Eretz Yisrael, is reserved for Jews alone, and the Arabs are strangers 
here. But kind-heartedly, he offers them an option; voluntary flight, 
while the going is still good, with compensation for their properties 
— or forcible expulsion. 

That this would entail a scrapping or the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence^ which pledges complete equality of rights to ail citizens, 
Kahane not only does not deny but proudly affirms. During the com- 
ing weeks and months he is planning to make this affirmation before 
Jewish and Arab audiences across the country. Should he be allowed 
to carry out such a campaign? 

A seemingly good case could be made for not stopping him, so long 
as he confines himself to verbal violence. The hallowed principle of 
freedom of speech allows interference only "in extremis. Publicity is 
what Kahane craves most, even through jailing, and it should not be 
freely granted him. Besides, so goes the argument, he does not con- 
stitute a clear and present danger to the safety and freedom of the 
republic. 

Unlike, for example, the banned Arab congress in Nazareth, or the 
‘restricted" Arab communists in the north? 

We believe he does constitute such a danger, and we believe that 
mollycoddling him, as the government is wont to do, is liable to be 
taken as a signal that his vicious Arab-baiting is an acceptable part of 
Israel's political tradition. 

If the Emergency Regulations could be invoked against Arab 
‘irredentists,” for words spoken, publicly or in private, they should 
also be invoked against Kahane, who has already gone far beyond 
mere preachment in seeking lo hammer in his racist doctrine. 

Such invocation, however, may not even be necessary. The Penal 
Code defines sedition, an indictable offence, as inter alia an attempt 
“to promote ill feeling and enmity between different sections of the 
population.” This, on the face of it, is precisely what Kahane has 
been doing. 

At the very least, the courts should be invited to decide whether he 
is. or is not, inter alia a seditionist.

Post New York Correspondent LEON HADAR analyzes this 
week’s anti-Israel vote at the UN’ — and discerns an erosion of 
support for the PLO. 


AN OBSERVER who followed this 
week's vote in the UN General As- 
sembly on the “Question of 
Palestine” could be excused for 
feeling he had beard it all before. 

Superficially, the scene was 
familiar. Once again, the anti-Israel 
"automatic majority” in the UN — 
the Arab countries, the Non- 
Aligned Movement and the Soviet 
bloc — celebrated another victory 
as the assembly called on the 
Security Council to impose sanc- 
tions on Israel unless it withdraws 
from the territories occupied in 
1967. 

But when, in a few years time, the 
historians or other reseachers, using 
such sophisticated tools as com- 
puters analyse the results of this 
particular votethey will not be able 
to avoid the conclusion that 
something rather odd had happened 
to the PLO, the resolution’s prime 
mover. 

For a close scrutiny of voting in- 
dicates an unmistakable decline in 
the PLO’s position. 

A TOTAL of 48 countries voted 
against or abstained, compared to 
31 at the special emergency session 
on the Palestinian question that 
took place in July, and to 37 a year 
ago in the previous General As- 
sembly session. 

Put another way, 1 17 nations 
.voted for the pro-PLO resolution in ' 
the previous session, II 2 in the 
emergency sesson in the summer 
and 98 this week. Thus, for the first 
time since 1978, when the assembly 
started voting on the issue, the pro- 


PLO bloc in the assembly has fallen 
below 100. 

- The breakdown of this week's 
vote adds some interesting points to 
the picture; 98 countries voted in 
favour of the resolution, 16 against 
and 32 abstained. Among those 
which were opposed are the U.S. 
and the EEC countries, with the ex- 
ception of France, which abstained. 
In -July, all the EEC members ab- 
stained, along with 24 other 
countries, a move that reflected a 
pro-PLO shift in the Nine's position, 
which had also been expressed in 
their . Venice- Declaration on the 
Middle East. 

In addition, two EEC members — - 
Italy and Ireland — which abstained 
’ last year, voted against the resolu- 
tion this time. 

BUT WHAT IS more impressive, 
according to Yehuda Blum, Israel's 
ambassadsor to the UN, is the 
change in the pattern of voting of 
some Third World states, which, 
constituted the bulk of the 117 sup- 
porters of the pro-PLO resolution in 
the- previous assembly and of the 
1 12 who approved it in Juiy. 

This time, some of the Third 
World countries which voted - in 
favour -of the resolution in 1979 ab- 
stained — among them, Bahamas, 
Bolivia, Burma, the Central African 
Republic, Chile, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Egypt, El Salvador, Gabon, 
Greece, Haiti, Lesotho, Liberia, 
Mauritius, Nepal, Papua New 
Guinea and Zaire. 

The outcome of the vote can be 
adequately analysed only byrecal- 


ling three major developments that 
have occurred recently: the war in 
the Persian Gulf and the divisions in 
the Arab world which were in- 
evitably reflected in the power play 
at the UN; the election of Ronald 
Reagan, who favours the Jordanian 
option; and changes in PLO tactics 
at the UN. 

In the negotiations that preceded 
the vote, the PLO demanded that 
the resolution state its objections to 
Security Council Resolution. 242 
and call for the imposition of sanc- 
tions against Isael. 

It was the PLO's very insistence 
on incorporating the objections to 
Resolution 242 that cost it some of 
its previous supporters. 

France attempted to “soften” the 
PLO stand by supporting a Maltese 
amendment, but the French efforts 
failed because the Western Euro- 
peans, among others, viewed the 
, language of the MalLese amend- 
ment as being too “00^-242.” 

As Egyptian Ambassador Abdul 
Magid said after the vote, “No at- 
tempt should be made to tamper 
with Resolution 242,” which Egypt- 
and ail the other pro-Western 
members still regard as the basis for 
a solution to the Middle East con- 
flict. 

BUT IT SEEMS that even the call 
for the Security Council to impose 
sanctions on Israel would have 
provided sufficient grounds for the 
Europeans to oppose the resolution. 
Nicolas Didier, of Luxembourg, 
speaking on behalf of the Nine, told 
The Jerusalem Post that the EEC ob- 



jected to any attempt by the As- 
sembly to “assign directives to the 
Security Council." 

But apart from this “technical” 
reason, the Western Europeans do 
not want to antagonize President- 
elect Reagan by joining, at this 
time, the pro-PLO bandwagon at 
the UN. 

- PLO representative Zehdi Terzi, 
however, refused to concede defeat: 
“It was worthwhile,” he said. “We 
have clarified the irrelevance of 242 
to the question of Palestine.!' 

Observers at; the ON believe 
that the PLO tactics reflect the 
weakening position of the more 
“moderate 1 * elements in the PLO 
leadership and the growing in- 
fluence of Syria on the movement.

A PUBLIC OPINION POLL in 
Poland, commissioned by the 
French magazine Paris Match and 
conducted secretly during the 
month' of October (carefully 
avoiding dissident circles), found 
that 23 per cent of the 310 Poles 
questioned believed that a Soviet in- 
vasion was "sure,” and another 41 
per cent thought it was “possible.” 
If the same people were to be polled 
again now, those percentages would 
probably be reversed. 

.The reason, is,, that the. .Soviet 
Union fiats mounted a deliberate 
publicity campaign to produce that 
impression, in an attempt to 
stabilize the internal situation in 
Poland by cowing the increasingly 
radical workers with the threat that 
their excessive demands may bring 
the roof down. The campaign went 
into high gear after the compromise 
between the Polish government 
and Solidarity, the independent 
trade union, over the union’s 
statutes in early November. 

Since then, Moscow has been 
producing regular hints that Rus- 
sian tanks are ready to roll. 

On November 29, the warnings 
grew explicit. The Soviet news 
agency Tass approvingly repeated 
an article in the Czech Communist 
Party newspaper Rude Provo com- 
paring the “crisis situation” in . 
Poland with that in Czechoslovakia 
before the Russian invasion 12 years 


ago. The “ revolutionary gains” of 
three and a half decades of Polish 
( Communism were being threatened 
by “anti-socialist, aggressive trade 
unionism.” 

THIS IS nothing less than a con- 
scious attempt to duplicate the kind 
of justification that was produced 
for the Warsaw Pact invasion of 
Czechoslovakia in 1968.- The dif- 
ficulty is how to tell whether the 
present Soviet threats are real or 
not. given that they, serye sUch an 
^8vidUsprop8|Sii8it-purpbse in giv- 
ing this Russians leverage over the 
internal Polish situation. 

But we know the minimum Soviet 
conditions for non-intervention in 
Poland: that the Communist Party 
should remain in control there, and 
that it should not undergo major in- 
ternal changes (i.e. 
democratization) that would make 
it unreliable from Moscow’s point 
of view. So we can easily construct a 
list of the danger signals that mil tell 
the Russians if it is time to invade 
yet. 

The Russians will invade Poland; 

□ If Solidarity moves on from 
economic issues to openly political 
strikes; 

□ If Solidarity falls into the hands of 
more militant (and less religious) 
workers than the present 
leadership, headed by Lech Walesa;

□ If public order breaks down, 
perhaps in violent food riots; - 

□ If the grass-roots members of the 
Polish Workers’ (Communist) Party 
succeed in installing a liberal, 
Dubcek-style leadership - and 
democratizing the party internally. 

Measured against these criteria, a 
Soviet invasion of Poland is 
probable, but not yet imminent. The 
Warsaw branches of Solidarity 
came dose to launching a wholly 
political strike in late November, 
demanding a joint parliamentary in- 
vestigation of the security police 
and public prosecutors, but Lech 
Walesa flew down from Gdansk and 
talked them out of it at the last mo- 
ment. 

THE COMMUNIST PARTY bos- 
ses in Poland's 49 counties are being 


systematically purged in favour of 
more flexible, moderate men (one- 
third have been changed already 
since August), and around 500 party 
officials face trial on corruption 
charges. However, the reformers in 
the. party are not likely to make 
their decisive bid for power until the 
promised freely elected party con- 
gress early next year. 

The most immediate danger, 
therefore, is probably a breakdown 
in public order, for Poland faces a 
- dreadful winter. As a result of the 
amazing incompetence and corrup- 
tion of the Gierek regime, it owes 
$22b. abroad, and has no means to 
pay, or to borrow more. It must de- 
pend on what amounts to inter- 
national charity to compensate for 
the atrocious harvest this year. 

Food rationing will be extended 
from sugar to include meat — 3 
kilograms a person a month — and 
fats from January 1. There is a 
strong possibility of power cuts, and 
if the long-range weather forecast of 
an exceptionally cold Central Euro- 
pean winter requiring 125 per cent 
of normal fuel consumption is cor-
